requisite results.' The accuracy of the 
fire is obtained only by taking into 
consideration such details as the eurva- ; 
ture of the earth, the speed of the tar- 
get or the hostile warship, the range 
or distance of the object from the gun, 
the pressure or density of the air, the 
speed and direction of the wind, the 
temperature and age of the powder 
when placed in the gun. the height of 
the tide at the moment of firing the 
shot and the “drift” of the projectile. 
There can be no guesswork in securing 
such artistic results as making hits 
with successive shots. 

The effect of all of these factors in 
the combination under all possible con¬ 
ditions has been worked out by experi¬ 
ments and computations and the re¬ 
sult utilized in devising apparatus 
which automaticallv registers the in¬ 
formation which is essential at such 
speed that half a dozen half ton shots 
can be thrown into a slffP from a sin¬ 
gle battery in the space of less than 
four minutes. The “drift” of the shot 
is the distance to the right which a 
revolving projectile from a rifled gun 
will go in the course of a given dis¬ 
tance. The range and the point where 
a vessel will be at the moineut a shot 
could reach it are reckoned in actual 
practice at least once in every twenty 
seconds. The establishment of twenty 
seconds as the interval when a fresh 
survey shall be taken is based upon 
the fact that no boat could change its 
speed or its course sufficiently in that 
space of time to affect* the probability 
of a shot hitting it. 

The gunner may have all the knowl¬ 
edge of what to do when a hostile ship 
appears and know exactly what his 
gun will do under any given condition, 
but there are two things which cannot 
be learned until the exact moment 
when the gun is to be fired. One is the 
direction in which the gun is to be 
pointed, and the other is the amount 
of elevation or depression which must 
be given the muzzle in order to have 
the shot reach the exact spot where 
the vessel will be when the shot may 
be expected to reach there. Attached to 
the carriage of the gun and high 
enough so that the gunner can look 
through it over the parapet is a tele¬ 
scope with hair lines crossing the 
opening at right angles to each other. 
The telescope is set so that it can be 
moved from the left to the right by 
means of a thumbscrew. 

This permits right and left correc¬ 
tions to be made in sighting the gun 
after the range has been determined. 
The amount of elevation which is nec¬ 
essary in order to make the shot "car¬ 
ry” to the exact spot where the enemy 
| will be is “set off" at the gun by means 
of another mechanism. At other points

The length of service of piles in 
wharfs and other marine structures is 
greatly shortened by the attack of 
marine borers, or shipworms. A 
method of protection, both efficient and 
cheap, is much needed, the more so 
because the timbers best suited for 
piling are becoming very scarce and 
are increasing rapidly in price. 

Marine borers are found as far north 
as Maine and Alaska, though they 
are more numerous and destructive in 
the warmer waters farther south. 
Since they require only a small ex¬ 
posed surface in order to gain entrance 
and completely destroy a pile, any 
effective means of preservation must 
protect the woodfrom high-watermark 
to a point ,in the mud below which 
the borers do not go. 

A number of excellent methods have 
been devised for protecting piling by 
external coating or sheathings, any of 
which, properly applied, will increase 
the life of the pile. Three factors 
which decrease their efficiency are the 
corroding action of salt water, the 
wash of the waves which injures and 
often breaks the casing, and the dan¬ 
gers from floating timbers and debris. 
Thick iron cases resist damage 
from these sources for a long period, 
but they are very expensive. 

The injection of preservatives through 
holes bored in the top pf life pile, or 
near the mud line, has failed to secure 
a distribution sufficient to adequately 
protect the outer layers of wood. All 
soluble salts have also shown a tend¬ 
ency to leach out when exposed to 
salt wate/. Impregnation with creo¬ 
sote, a coal-tar product, has usually 
proved highly efficient with suitable 
kinds of timber properly prepared, 
when a sufficient quantity of good 
creosote is used. 

The principal timbers used for piling 
are longleaf, shortleaf, and loblolly ; 
pine, and white and red oak on the j 
Atlantic coast and Gulf of Mexico, 
and Douglas fir on the Pacific Coast. 
Spruce, redwood, cedar, cypress, 
eucalyptus, and palmetto are used 
locally. All of these woods with the 
exception of palmetto are subject <o! 
damage by borers. Hardness is not a 
complete barrier to their attack, al-! 
though boring is probably slow in j 
dense woods. Southern pine and oak j 
can be impregnated with creosote, and 
this promises to be one of the most 
efficient means of resisting the borers. 
It is probable that some of these tim- j 
bers can be successfully treated by the j 
open-tank process. However, if a! 
very heavy absorption is desired, a 
treatment under pressure may be the 
more efficient.

A LEAP TO FAME. 


WORKING OUT A SCHEDULE. 


Threads and Pins That Enable the 

Officials to So Piace Trains as to 

Avoid the Danger of Collision and All 

Unnecessary Loss of Time. 

Travelers who consult the ever han¬ 
dy time tables to the arrival or de¬ 
parture of the particular train that is 
to carry them probably never give a 
thought to the manner in which a mod¬ 
ern time table is made up. To the un¬ 
initiated it is a Chinese puzzle, and 
even those well versed in its mysteries 
often become confused. How are time 
tables made? What is the procedure 
in determining the speed of a train 
and the exact time and place it shall 
meet another train? The answer to 
these questions is to be found in the 
chart room. 

The chart room is usually in some 
quiet corner of the general offices of a 
railway company and for weeks at a 
time is locked. But every now and 
then the word goes forth that the 
schedule is to be shortened or length¬ 
ened, new trains to be put on or some 
change made that necessitates the re¬ 
vision of the time card. Then from 
distant points of the system the di¬ 
vision superintendents gather for a 
conference with the heads of the pas¬ 
senger and freight departments in or¬ 
der to learn the most desirable time 
for trains to arrive and depart* from 
terminals. With this information, they 
retire to the ehartroom, where there 
Is a separate chart for each district. 

The charts nre white boards about 
six feet wide and from two to five feet 
high. The names of the stations, ac¬ 
curately scaled, are printed on the 
boards at the side, and from the top of 
the board many colored strings dangle, 
more suggestive of a parlor game than 
a tool for laying out the path of traffic 
and commerce. 

The superintendents confer regard¬ 
ing the time at junction points on con¬ 
necting trains and then w«rk out the 
schedule on intermediate points on a 
chart of his division. 

Horizontally the chart shows 12 
midnight on the left side, and there is 
a line extending across the chart for 
each five minutes from that time until 
the Tull twenty-four hours have l>een 
shown. For convenience each third 
line, representing a period of fifteen 
minutes, is in a different color. 

Superintendents are supplied with 
various colored silk thread, pins and a 
tack hammer. Red is used to designate 
a passenger train, green for a second 
class or freight train, and black is fora 
third class or local freight train. When¬ 
ever a train is scheduled out of a ter¬ 
minal at a certain hour a pin is driven 
at the intersection of the’ station line 
and hour line—this being the beginning 
—and such other times at various sta¬ 
tions as may be desired are determined 
by drawing the thread over the board 
to meet the intersection of the various 
stations and hour lines at the proper 
times. Where necessary tacks are driv¬ 
en to keep the thread on the proper 
schedule. 

Westbound trains run down and di¬ 
agonally to the right. Eastbound 
trains start at the bottom, run upward 
and diagonally to the right. Wher¬ 
ever these threads cross, a meeting 
point is indicated, and if this crossing 
of the threads is between station lines 
it is then necessary to adjust the time 
on each train, so that the meeting point 
will be at the most convenient station. 
This is done by holding the lines cross¬ 
ed at station with a pin. Of course 
on double tracks these meeting points 
are not necessary. 

After the chart has been" strung a 
former issue of the time card with pen 
and ink is brought into use, and the 
superintendent begins at original ter¬ 
minal, looks at the station line, and 
whenever any string representing a 
train crosses this station line he notes 
the time as shown on the proof of the 
time card. One train at a time is read 
from start to finish, and after they 
have all been checked they are re¬ 
checked to see that all meeting points 
are properly made and noted on proof, 
after which the time table is ready for 
the printer. 

To make a successful time card a 
superintendent must be perfectly fa¬ 
miliar with the grade and track condi¬ 
tions and when stringing the thread 
must allow more time for unfavorable 
grade, railroad crossing and other un¬ 
usual stops, so that the running time 
of the train will be uniform. When¬ 
ever it is desirable to make a meal 
stop a pin is put in at the proper sta¬ 
tion and the string run horizontally to 
the line until the required number of 
minute lines have been passed, when 
it is again taken down the board at 
the proper degree of speed. By mak¬ 
ing the string more vertical the speed 
is increased, as there are fewer mi¬ 
nute lines crossed. By swinging thread 


The Story of a Stuffed Cat In tha 
Smithsonian Institution. 

In the Smithsonian institution at 
Washington is a case containing a 
stuffed cat. A card attached to the 
case, setting forth the reasons why 
this particular feline is known to fame, 
gives official sanction to a tale that is 
in every respect as remarkable as any 
emanating from the nature fakirs. 
The story of the cat is as follows: 

Many years ago, while the Washing¬ 
ton monument was still in an unfin¬ 
ished condition, an adventurous and 
patriotic cat ascended the interior of 
the shaft by means of the ropes and 
scaffolding. When the workmen ar¬ 
rived at the upper landing the next 
morning and began to prepare for the 
day’s work the cat took fright and, 
springing to the outer edge, took the 
leap of over 500 feet to the hard earth 
below. 

In the descent, which was watched 
closely by the workmen, the cat spread 
herself out like a flying squirrel, fell 
slowly and alighted, as cats always do, 
on all fours. After turning over on the 
soil a few times as if dazed she pre¬ 
pared to leave the grounds. She had 
proceeded almost beyond the shadow 
of the monument when a stray terrier 
pounced upon and killed her. 

One of the workmen rescued the re¬ 
mains of the cat and turned them over 
to the Smithsonian institution, which 
caused the skin to be mounted and 
placed under the glass case.—Youth’s 
Companion. 


SOUND WAVES. 

The Way They Are Deflected by At¬ 
mospheric Causes. 

One of Uncle Sam’s scientists at 
| Washington gives an interesting ex¬ 
planation of the action of the wind In 
preventing the spread of sound toward 
the direction from which the wind 
comes. 

It is, he claims, not the wind, as 
such, that prevents sound from trav¬ 
eling against it, but differences in the 
strength of the wind. If, for instance, 
the wind is stronger above than be¬ 
low or stronger at one side, its effect 
will be to tilt the sound waves in one 
direction or another. 

Differences of temperature in the air 
also cause deflection of the waves of 
sound. Other atmospheric causes ex¬ 
ist which deflect sound from a straight 
course and prevent it from going as 
far in certain directions as it may 
have been expected to go. 

Some of the sirens in this country, 
says the scientist, produce sounds 
which ought theoretically to be audible 
at a distance of 1,500 miles, but. In 
fact, the authorities are satisfied if 
they are heard only two miles away. 
The reason for the discrepancy be¬ 
tween calculation and experiment was 
probably atmospheric deflection of the 
sound.—Minneapolis Journal. 


Coughs. 

Every person who coughs should not 
alarm himself with the idea that he is 
in a bad way. Experience has con¬ 
vinced us of a fact that there are two 
distinct kinds of coughs—one proceed¬ 
ing from an affection of the lungs and 
air tubes, as in a cold, the other pro¬ 
ceeding from effervescence in the 
stomach. The lungs cough is a symp¬ 
tom which all know to require atten¬ 
tion, lest serious consequences ensue. 
The stomach cough is a much more 
simple matter and may easily be got 
quit of. It is caused by the food and 
drink which are put into the stomach 
effervescing and producing an irrita¬ 
tion. A knowledge of this fact ought 
to lead persons so affected to ponder a 
little on the nature of their ailment and 
the tone of their digestive powers. 


The Underdog. 

Underdoggism does not arise wholly 
from condition (you find underdogs in 
the very seats of the mighty), but from 
a winsome quality of mind which is in¬ 
herent. You may know the underdog 
by a certain negative attitude, an ab¬ 
sence of assertion, a denial of superior¬ 
ity, a smiling air of seeing the humor 
of the situation, a droll hiut of a wink 
at his own discomfiture. Some of 
them, it is true, do make the mistake 
of trying to be something else. They 
put on an imposing front and in a 
momentary flood of favor and fortune 
pose as dogs rampant. Yet even In that 
lofty, attitude the tail may be observed 
between the legs.—Atlantic.

A Curious Custom at the Courts of 
East Indian Princes. 

There is a curious custom at the 
courts of the Indian princes. When a 
British officer or a physician calls 
upon a rajah he is shown into the re¬ 
ception or throne room, where sits the 
rajah, surrounded by the great state 
officers. After the exchange of the 
usual salutations one of the officers 
brings in a tray on 'which are display¬ 
ed jewels and golden ornaments stud¬ 
ded with valuable stones, perhaps 
worth £50,000 or more. The trayful of 
valuables is supposed to be a present 
from the rajah to his visitor, and it is 
offered first to the gentleman, who, in¬ 
clining his head, touches the edge of 
the tray with the tips of his fingers 
and it is then passed over to the lady, 
who invariably accompanies the Brit¬ 
ish officer, if lie is married, on such oc¬ 
casions. She follows the example of 
her husband, and the tray and its con¬ 
tents are then returned to the jewel 
room. In lieu of the unaccepted jewels 
a long necklace of tinsel, of little value, 
is placed around the neck of each, 
where it remains during their stay 
within the palace. There is a very 
strict law against any British officer 
accepting a gift from a native prince. 
Even when a doctor may have per¬ 
formed some serious operation upon a 
rajah, who, being grateful, wishes to 
give—exclusive of a money fee, vary¬ 
ing from £200 to £1,000, according to 
the operation performed—a present of 
a shawl, golden cup or some similar 
valuable, the doctor must obtain spe¬ 
cial permission from the viceroy before 
he dare accept the present. If any 
officer accepts a gift of any value with¬ 
out such permission he may have to 
resign. This rule was made because in 
tiie old days, when the East India com¬ 
pany governed India, an officer’s pick¬ 
ings and the presents often extorted 
from the rajahs were worth much 
more to him than his salary.—London 
Tit-Bits.
